The man who is converſant merely within 
his own ſphere, has many opportunities of 
checking and ſuppreſſing his ſelf- love. He 
meets with many perſons who diſcover to 
him his weakneſs, and reproach him for inde- 
 _cencies ; there are few who will vindicate 
either, or interpret them favorably. But a 
prince, and one who derives great power from 
1 hi birth, is ſurrounded by flatterers and ado- 
' © rers, even in bis cradle, and is therefore eaſily 
miſled into pride, a vice which eclipſes all 
his good qualities.

given. Honor exalts ſome of her adorers to 
the higheſt dignity, and precipitates others 
into deſtruction.
